Montreal Man Dies 
In Fire; Arson Probe 


MONTREAL (CP) One 
man is dead, four persons are 
in hospital and an arson investi- 
gation is under way following a} 
fi-ve+a-ta-+m-fire—that raged! 
through a downtown four-storey 
apartment block early today. 

The man’s body was recov- 
ered' after the blaze was 
brought under, control. His iden 


tity. was not immediately re- 
leased. 
Fire department authorities 


said they suspect arson and an 
investigation was launched im- 
mediately. 

Among the injured was a man 
who jumped out-of a third-floor 
window and both of whose legs 
were broken, He also ,suffered 
burns’.all over his bedy. 

A woman who jumped from a 
second-floor window — suffered 
back injuries. 

BTAIRS COLLAPSE 

The fire wag believed to have 
started on the ground floor of 
the 60-unit wood-and-brick build- 
ing.’ Flames raced to upper 
floors, calising stairways to col- 
lapse in showers of sparks and 
flaming timber and hampering] 
rescue operations.

U.S. Begins Last Salute to Ike 


Millions at home and abroad 
mourned the death of the man 
who ‘led history’s mightiest 
army to victory in Europe and 
his country through eight years 
of shaky but unbroken peace. - 

The 78-year-old soldier-states- 
man died Friday after a valiant 
fight against an 11-month siege 
of repeated heart attacks. 

His life began in near-poverty 
j but he became the most beloved 
American of modern times and 
a statesman whose stature was 
| equalled only by Sir Winston 
Churchill and President Charles 
de Gaulle.

Free French in. the Second

This kind of 
law-making is for the repre- 
sentatives of all the people, 
not just cabinet.” 

He said the public was not

PANIC PILL” 

“This is just’ Dr. Peterson's 
sugar-coated panic -pill and

Hartley attacked the 


Socreds so vehemently he was 
warned at .one point by 
Speaker William Murray that 
‘he would not be allowed to 
finish his speech if he con- 
tinued breaking rules of 
debate. 

“No wonder’ the insurance 
industry welcomes. this legis- 
Jation with open arms because 
it uses the compulsion of the 
state to.force the public into 
contributing to the income of 
a section of private industry 
that has been condemned for 
price fixing, and gouging for 
years,” said Hartley. 

“The public should also be 
aware that in the process of 
being compelled to contribute 
to the profits of the insurance 
industry, they are also being 
compelled to contribute to the 
campaign funds of the Social 
Credit party.” 

ORDERED TO WITHDRAW 


When the speaker ordered 
him to withdraw, Macdonald 
protested that all MLAs

Hartley then recalled that 
Minister without Portfolio Phil 
Gaglardi first challenged his 
right to sit on the insurance 
committee because he was an 
insurance agent and, ‘after the 
speaker affirmed his right to 
serve on the committee, ‘‘he 
called out every time I’ve 
made a speech here: ‘Are you 
still selling insurance?’ ; 

“Well an odd coincidence 
happened the day this bill was 
tabled in the house. 


LOSES CONTRACT

Mr. Berger, the NDP 
member for Vancouver - Burrard, 
said the problem \s serious enough 
to warrant employment. of an om- 
budsman to guard those rights It is 
a suggestion worth considering. 


A Plea That Should Be Heard — 


HE EFFECTIVENESS OF THE 
government’s Figst Citizens’ 
perpetual fund — the earnings from 
$25 million pledged to assist Indians 
— will be determined by the man- 
ner in which the money is used, 
and it may be natural for members 
of the opposition to look for politi- 
cal motives in its dispensation. At 
the same time Premier Bennett's 
plea for acceptance of his sincerity 
in creating the fund deserves consid- 
eration.. So do some of the argu- 
ments he has advanced.

__ Let us go back to the beach at Taylor 
Road, Metchosin. . 

Walk along the shore to the north. 
ere the waves have made a fine ‘sandy 
beach with a gentle slope,

shallow water to the browns of the mid- 
tide“and some that are red from the 
deep water.

Mideast Accommodation Is Maximum Current Hope 


HE key to the puzzle on the Middle 
East lies in an answer to the ques- 
tion: What kind of objective should lie at 
the other end of ‘the peacemaking 
tunnel? Should there 
be a final, conclusive, 
contractual peace 
settlement, as Israel 
insists? Or a new and 
stabler system of re- 
lationships s o m e- 
where between war 
and peace, with 
Israel’s security 
guaranteed by the 
big powers and by a 
UN “‘presence’’? 

It is extraordinary that, nearly two 
years after the 1967 war, there should 
still be no agreement even on this basic 
question. That is, however, the case, and 
it explains why peacemaking has been so 
consistently. frustrated. 

Whether the Big Four can shake this 
deadlock loose is by no means clear. The 
United States broke with Israel on 
whether the Big Four should intervene at 
all. Washington decided they should. All 
three of the other big powers—Britain, 
France and Russia—had long since 
favored joint action, 

Washington conceivably could also 
break with Israel on the deeper question 
of the best attainable objective. Again, 
the three other powers already question 
Israel's realism. 

But it does not necessarily follow that 
even if all four powers did unite to urge

a less-than-total peace settlement, Israel 
would bow, Jerusalem seems determined 
not to be swayed, Mrs, Golda Meir, the 
new Prime Minister, insisted anew this 
past week on Israel's refusal to be arm- 
twisted, 


Externally Guaranteed 


The difference between a total peace 
and an-accommodation could be great or 
small, depending on the nature of the 
accommodation, In practice, the key 
differences would be likely to be these: 

1. Peace would include regional trade 
relations, communications, ‘uninhibited 
travel, conceivably even a customs 
union. Accommodation would simply be 
an absence of active hostilities—policed 
and externally guaranteed, with greater 
or lesser effectiveness, in a hostile or at 
least an aloof atmosphere. 

The difference would be between 
active cooperation and mere co 
existence. In elther case, the per- 
manence of Israel would be acknowl- 
edged and acquiesced in. 

2. In conditions of peace, Israel might 
be prepared for territorial and security 
dispositions Jess stringent than the ones 
she would consider necessary in an 
accommodation, * ; 

The areas primarily affected would be 
the West Bank of the Jordan and Syria's 
Golan Heights. Israe] has, and short of a 
final peace, means to retain, a dom- 
inating posture in both places. 

Paradoxically, Jordan and Syria are 


unwilling to envisage the kind of 
definitive peace in which an Israeli 
withdrawal might be conceivable; and 
Israel is not willing to negotiate the kind 
of limited aceommodation in which, for a 
transition period, the Arabs might 
conceivably acquiesce in less than total 
withdrawal. In a sense, therefore, each 
side is pulling against itself. 

3. Peace would find the Arab states 
playing a significant role in supervision 
of the holy places in Jerusalem—perhaps 
even having. some form of limited, 
shared sovereignty. In an accommoda- 
tion, the most Israel would be likely to 
give would be guaranteed access to the 
holy places. 


No Sign Arabs Agree 


A definitive peace might, therefore, 
theoretically be easier to negotiate, in 
some ways, than a mere- accommoda- 
tion, But there is not the slightest sign 
that it is, or even will be, in the 
foreseeable future, psychologically ac- 
ceptable to the Arabs, 

Given a choice between permanent 
peace, which they see as humiliation, 
and continuation of the status quo—which 
is, in fact, the choice Israel says they 
have—they would take the status quo, 
and try to change it-by terrorism and 
other violence. 

Thus the accommodation remains the 
absolute maximum that can realistically 
be achieved,

In Arab eyes, the concessions which 
they would have to make to “‘buy”’ even 
this much—willingness to live with 
Israel, to let her commerce through the 
Suez Canal, to recognize her boundaries, 
to compromise on refugees—are 
gigantic, and nothing more is con- 
ceivable, , 

But Israel says she will absolutely 
accept nothing less than a final 
settlement, 


Peace Second Stop 


The only visible way to square this 
diplomatic circle. would be to start a 
process, the first step of which would be 
accommodation and the second, peace, 

If peace could be, made to seem 
imminent enough to satisfy Israel and 
distant enough to assuage the Arabs, it 
is just possible that a worthwhile ftrst 
step toward the easing of explosive 
tensions could be taken. 

Things which today seem impossible 
might then begin to become possible. 
The peace which the Arabs could not 
swallow in one gulp, they might nibble 
and digest in time, 

It would require an act of faith by 
Israel to set out on such a course, She 
tried it twice before: once in 1949 and 
again in 1957, Both times she came away 
disillusioned. She has sworn never to try 
again. :

those of us who fought in Europe, 
the later political years of Dwight 
Eisenhower always seemed less im- 
portant.

And when a weary nation turned to 
him in 1952, he did what people wanted. 
He ended the Korean war on terms his 
own party would have called a ‘‘sellout,’’ 
and he correctly interpreted his mandate 
as one to avoid experiments, rebuild the 
peacetime economy, change the face of 
government (but not too much) and stay 
out of war. He did it all. 

But he did it, of course, not so much 


through policy and action as by what he- 


was. In retrospect, the ugly assault. by 
Sen, Joseph McCarthy on decency and 
the rules of the game might have torn us 
asunder with anyone else in the White 
House. And if his responses were neither 
swift enough, not deft enough, nor strong 
endugh to please those who perceived the 
danger, still it can be said that the threat 
was blunted, and no one doubted where 
Gen, Eisenhower stood. 

It is fashionable now — but not, let it 


be said, with President Nixon — to say 
that the Republican Party suffered under 
Gen. Eisehower’s leadership, and that he 
shunned ‘political activity to the peril of 
his party. But this is too simple. ‘The 
country shunned politics, and Ike's 
election was almost a repudiation of 
politicians. He understood this, and if he 
faced Democratic majorities in both 
houses through most of his terms, ft-was 
because the numerical superiority of 
Democrats had become fixed some time 
before. cage 2 

But the nation had eonfidence in this 
straightforward man, and he gave it 
back to the people. Maybe it was a,time’ 
of inertia, of drift and inaction, but it 
was also a time when Americans had 
confidence in themselyes. apd their 
country, and that is more than can be 
said of most of the years that would 
follow... 

We could use some of that inaction 
now, and we could have used it when we 


first committed American troops to 
combat: in Vietnani. Writing of our 
landings in Lebanon in 1958, .Gen, 
Eisenhower spoke of his ‘political’ 
decision, against the “recommendations 
of some of the military,”’ to occupy only 
Beirut and its airfield, and not to try to 
fightthe rebels in the rest of the 
country. 

“Tf the Lebanese army,” he wrote, 
“were unable to subdue the rebels when 
we had secured their capital and 
protected their government, I felt, we 
were backing up a government with so 
little popular support that we probably 
should not be there.” Those are the 
words of a man who understood politics 
very well. 

Time and the tides of history raise 
some men to glory; others‘they destroy. 
Gen. Eisenhower took the tide at the 
flood — one can easily think of other 
presidents, and presidential candidates, 
who might have said with Hamlet, ‘'The 


time is out of joint; O cursed spite, that _ 


ever I was born to set it right!”

Britain Favors ‘European Grouping’ Within NATO

In an address to 
diplomatic correspondents since the 
committee's departure, Defence Minister 
Denis Healey touched on most of the 
relevant points. What Mr. Healey did not 
mention has been made plain elsewhere, 

It is believed that the present NATO 


military structure is basically adequate 
as a deterrent, and that any likely 
departure from the pattern would carry 
disadvantages outweighing the benefits. 
Qualitative improvement of capabilities 


_ is held- up as a substitute for an increase 


in foree levels which would undermine 
the British policy of cutting defence 
expenditure and which would likely 
provoke a corresponding buildup on the 
part of the Soviet bloc, 


Stimulate German Demands 


The current Soviet superiority in non- 
nuclear strength is thought to be offset 
by NATO’s nuclear capability, always 
provided there is no weakening of links 
between Western nuclear and non- 
nuclear forces. It is argued that a 
marked strengthening of European con- 
tibutions would facilitate the withdrawal 
of American and Canadian forces, thus 
weakening the credibility of the Ameti- 
can nuclear guarantee and possibly 
stimulating German demands for an 
indepéndent nuclear deterrent. 

It is believed that the status quo need 
not prejudice evolutionary efforts. In his 
address to the diplomatic writers, Mr. 


t 


Healey demurred at the view of top 
advisors to President Nixon that NATO- 
has no role to play in East-West detente. 
Arms reductions in- Europe were prob- 
lematical, but, negotiations on the 
limitation of strategic missiles could and 
should go ahead. He cautiously approved 
President’ Nixon’s decision on the 
deploymeént.of anti-ballisti¢c missiles. As 
for Britain, deployment of ABM defences 
had been considered and it had: been 
decided that there weré very serious 
arguments against it, 


The defence minister expressed con- 
cern that fear of a Chinese weapons 
buildup might inhibit Soviet-American 
moves toward control of nuclear arms. 
The present unquestioned supremacy of 
the two powers would not last more than 
10 years. This had to be set against the 
possibility that the Soviets would become 
more amenable to a European settle- 
ment as the confrontation with China 
intensified. It would be vital to bring 
China into arms control negotiations. 

Mr. Healey’s immediate preoccupa- 
tion is with the formation of a. European 
grouping within NATO, one function of 
which would be to represent European 


interests in missile negotiations. He also 
looked forward to close European co- 
operation in weapons production, and 
noted that if this materialized it\ would 
provide.a strong incentive for France to 
rejoin the military side of the alliance, 
(Highly authoritative sources have also 
raised the possibility of some form of 
Canadian association with this group.) 


Increased - Responsibility 


Notwithstanding the British caution, 


about weakening the American nuclear 
link, Mr,-Healey entertained the possi- 
foility of an eventual transfer of greater 
“responsibilities to the European group- 
ing. 

Mr. Healey stressed that he was 
speaking of very long-term possibilities, 
but even at that he went considerably 
further than ministers have in the past. 
On the face of it, this makes the 
government's attitude seem marginally 
closer to that of Gaullist France, In the 
aftermath of the recent Anglo-French 
diplomatic clash it had appeared that 
there was not the slightest common 
ground between the two countries on 


questions of European security.

Need Parents

I was brought up in the country. and when I 
came to Paris for the first time I was’ appalled by the 
way city families live, with the father going off to 
work in one direction, the mother in another; and the 
children spending the day in crowded creches or 
nursery schools. 

Often, the children hardly 


see their. parents at all—just 
first thing in the morning, and 
when they come home at 7 or 
8 o'clock . at night; and 
sometimes the father is away 
from home the whole time. 

To make matters worse, the 
city family is a much smaller 
unit than the rural family, 
where aunts, uneles and 
grandparents. all live nearby. 

These children spend their 
day in a closed world and, 
what's more, a feminine 
world, since the teachers at 
nursery schools jare: virtually 
all women. ! 

Of course people have al- 
ways said that children should 


be brought up by women, that 
it is the woman's job to look 
after children. But now it is 
coming to be _ increasingly 
recognized that children need 
a-masculine presence, too, 

And this is the-basis of a new 
scheme for creating centres 
for children where parents 
and teachers would work 
together. 

They could be started for 
instance in offices and : fac- 
tories, or at any rate nearby, 
so_that parents could come 
and see their children in the 
lunch hour or any other time 
when they have a free 
moment,- 


We may never be quite sure in just what ‘terms Nixon

There -have since been numerous bilateral 
contacts, in Geneva and elsewhere, preparing for negotia- 
tions, 

Nixon is ‘convinced that the Soviet Union is genuinely 
interested in the possibility of a treaty to control the arms 
race, and he may have beer able to disclose to Trudeau new 
information that real negotiations are now close at hand. 

He certainly eniphasized to Trudeau that, during. talks 
with .Moscow, he intends to consult with allies through the 
machinery of the North Atlantic Treaty Organization—evi-

I think a beginning should 
be made in the universities.

One aim of the university

If the Canadian government 
chose this moment -to.say it believes ABMs will escalate the 
arms race—or even to protest. that the Safeguard system 
may infringe Canadian territorial sovereignty—it might have 
a significant influence on events. 

In the: Commons last week, Trudeau suggested that he is 
not opposed to such public diplomacy, He said he would not 
hesitate to condemn the ABM system if he could not be 
convinced it was necessary to preserve the balance of power. 

In a few months time, it may be too late to influence the 
basic U.S, decision. But that is a risk Trudeau now seems 
prepared to take.

Youth Monument Has Roots

Two dozen logs“and.a little 
stamina will combine’ this 
spring and: summer. in. the 
construction of. a unique 
monument, in’ Victoria. 

Woodhenge, aS it is called, 
will be a log prototype of that 
ancient’ and. mysterious Brit- 
ish shrine, Stonehenge. It ‘will 
be built virtually" cost-free 
because all the work will be 
done by. yolunteers affiliated 
with the Victoria Youth Coun- 
cil: 

Work .on the ‘project began 
today- as VYC members met 
at Clover Point to begin 
transporting logs from the 
beach to a vacant lot at 
Carberry Gardens, more than 
a mile away. 

The land was made avail- 
able by Bill Scott, a friend of 
the VYC. Successive Satur- 
days will see-holes dug for the 
placement of vertical timbers, 
and, finally, the actual-raising 
of the logs with the help of-an 
A-frame. 


CAN JUST LOAF 


When completed it wilh be 
much more than a simplified 
model of the Stonehenge: it 
will serve as an open-air 
theatre, art gallery, walk-in 
sculpture, and laboratory for 
meteorological experiments. 

This is probably the way 
ancient Britons used the Stone- 
henge: It will also be a spot 


where you. can go to just loaf 
ig tranquillity. 

Woodhenge was-designed by 
Bernard Kenny, a technician 
for the University of Victoria 
geography department. 

Twelve vertical logs 
arranged in a circle 35.feet in 
diameter will rise 13 feet 
from the ground. Their tops 
will be joined by 12 horizontal 
logs. or lintels 11 feet long. 

Vertical timbers will be 
sunk three feet in the ground,

They were appar- 
ently built with. ‘logs that 
floated -across the Atlantic 
Ocean from North Ametica 
somewhere between 10,000 
and 3,000: B.C.,' Kenny’ said. 

“Tf they ‘were able ‘to lift

1. That discharge of un- 
treated domestic sewage to- 
enclosed or confined bodies of 
salt water be prohibited 
where there.is-any doubt as to 


the adequacy of the flushing 


effect of the tide. 


2, That the discharge of 
untreated domestic sewage to 
any’ body of fresh water such 
as a lake, a river, or @ 
tributary ‘to a river, be 
prohibited. 

3. That, regardless of the 
flushing action or assimilative 
capacity of salt water bodies, 
the .dischargé of untreated 
domestic sewage be prohibit- 
ed-in any area’ designated by 
order as a recreational water 
or beach area. 

4. That, insofar as health 
matters ate concerned, the 
health department is to set 
quality standards -of the re- 
ceiving waters to protect the 
public health and the Pollution 
Control “Branch will ensure 
that any permit issued -con- 
tains prescribed effluent stand- 
ards to ensure compliance 
with the health department 
standards. 

5. That, where a sampling 
program is to be undertaken 
in any area where there is a 
matter of health significance, 
it shall be deemed expedient 
that such a program shall 
undertake to co-ordinate the 
respective iftterests of the 
health department and the 
Pollution Control Branch in a 
single joint effort. 

These policy declarations 
are carried out through the 
issue of control permits.

SAIGON (WP) — The Na- 
tional Liberation Front (NLF) 
has asked United States diplo- 
mats to sound out the Saigon 
government.on, what role the 
NLF might play in postwar. 
South Vietnamese politics, it 
was reported here, 

According to. South Viet- 
namese -government sources, 
the. NEF jis insisting that ‘the 
concept and methodology of 
post-war elections be agreed 
to before the Front~ will 
discuss any other political 
questions with the Saigon 
government. Sources did not 
disclose how the NLF position 
was communicated to South 
Vietnamese officials here. 

The Front’s political future 
presumably would be dis- 
cussed in Paris, during the 
private bargaining sessions 
suggested Tuesday by South 
Vietnam’s president Nguyen 
Van Thieu. Without laying 
down a single precondition, 
Thieu declared South Viet- 
nam’s readiness to engage in 
secret talks with NLF and 
Hanoi representatives. But the

lath along the top edge, to 
remove the excess. 

Press the soll firmly into 
the four corners with the 
fingers, then use the Tow 
marker (B) to firm it along 
sides and ends. 

Level the surface and firm 
it gently with soil tamper (A). 
When firmed, soil level should 
not be more than one-quarter 
inch below top edge of seed 
box. If lower, add more soil 
and press again. 

This. level. is important. 
When soil is too low, seedlings 
tend to stretch to light and 
become thin white threads 
instead of two sturdy green 
leaves right at soil level. 

It is easier to handle 
seedlings, and tell them from 
weeds, when seed is sown in 
rows about one inch apart. 

The row marker (B) is used 
to make depressions (or seed 
drills) one inch apart and one- 
eighth to one-quarter inch 
deep. Depth always depends 
on size of the seed, and drills 
are made crossways of the 
seed box. See detail(C). 

* * * 

To sow fine seed one by one 
is something most gardeners 
find. difficult, but it can be 
done with the simple aid of 
the seed packet. Carefully lift 
the’ gummed flap and fold it 
back, then take the packet in 
the right hand as shown in 
detail (E). Squeeze gently and 
the flap will form a spout. 

When held at correct angle 
and tapped sharply with the 


first finger, seeds move down , 


the spouf and fall one by one 
into the drills,

People simply aren’t con- 
ditioned to an appreciation of 
paint, except for interior 
decoration or auto finishes. 


This is naturally somewhat 
galling to local painters, some 
of whom work along similar 
stylistic lines, but attract 
little attention.

I wonder what Miss Sabis- 
ton could do with un-appealing 
materials, like rag-bag rem- 
nants, string, rotting canvas, 
old nylons, corset covers, 
organic fibres: the junk and 
obsolescence: the world is 
largely tlothed in. 

Silk purses-out of sows ears 
have always been more im- 
pressive in collage and stitch- 
ery. This does not mean that 
art must be morbid, sinister 
or sobering to be effective; 
but prettiness is--not enough. 

I found “Sea Forms,"’ a 
large wall-hanging, beautifully 
and laboriously executed: in 
greens and golds, browns and 
blues — wools and velvets, 
with tendrils of raffia, very 
impressive in its way. It 
suggested a suspended trans- 
parent. jelly-fish and a brown 
polyp, entwined among hori- 
zontal zones of rich greens 
and blues. Yet if. the same 
design were a painting, it 
would be, merely pedestrian. 


This is the most vexing fact 
that will forever keep the 
crafts separated from the fine 
arts; and the most difficult to 
pin down. By what criteria do 
we distinguish either? 

All I can offer is that art 
must more forcefully trans- 
cend mere technique or 
craftsmanship ‘to the point 


where some real revelation or 


insight is demonstrated; 
where it challenges one’s 
mental capacities; where it 
truly stuns or appalls or 
evokes. It doesn’t _matter 
whether the medium is gold 
leaf or knitting yarn. 

Others of Miss Sabiston’s 
pieces which approach these 
condition are ‘‘Complements,” 
a three-dimensiona] composi- 
tion of “holes within holes,” 
revealing layers of fabtic, 
green through natural linen to 
hot reds and pinks’ “Bone 
Chains,” a more daring Wwail- 
hanging of white and brown 
free-form vertical stripes, 
garnished: with sections of 
bleached bone; and “’Textural 
Homage,” a complex and 
engaging composition in which 
all her devices are brought to 
bear. 


Mr. Clazie’s jewellery in 
silver is interesting mainly 
because {ft is hand-crafted, 
even a number of rings which 
appear to be cast. It has little 
to commend it in terms. of 
design innovation, but like 
Miss Sabiston’s. work, it is 
getting freer. From a sculp- 
tural. standpoint, the pieces 
composed of knobby, textured 
bone-like fragments are more 
unique than the flat forged 
things. 

Some of the pieces include 
rather neutral settings of 
semi-precious stones and 
pearls, We ought to see work 
by. other looal jewellery- 
makers, to arrive at more 
worthwhile comparisons. 

Pandora’s Box Gallery on 
Wharf Street ts again open, 
with what we may hope to be 
a new lease on life. The first 
major spring show is to open 
on or about April 4.

He’s Every Inch 
n Officer 


And a Gentleman 


By Ed Gould 


From the aristocratic tilt of his head to the shining, expen- 
ive shoes on his feet, Sir Philip Livingstone of Maple Bay is 
every inch the well-bred English gentleman. 

His title, conferred on him by King George VI, tops a list 
of honors and medals: KBE, CB, AFC, FRCS, DPH, DOMS, 


KHS. 


However, Air Marshall Sir 
Philip Livingston, specialist in 
opthamology, former director- 
general of medical services 
for the Royal Air Force, and 
honorary’ surgeon to King 
George VI, was born, raised 
and- educated right in the 
Cowichan Valley. 

Like many of the “long 
stocking” tradition (Colonel 
M axwell Edward Dopping- 
Heppenstal, Colonel Ireton 
Eardley-Wilmot, Robert Hew 
Fergusson-Pollok and Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel T. V. Sandys- 
Wunsch) Sir Philip is the 
product of a pioneering family 
who settled in the: Cowichan 
area with limited means,

It was a good life, Fishing 
for trout in the Cowichan and 
Koksilah rivers. Riding horse- 
back (English saddle, of 
course) across lush .green 
fields to tennis and cricket. 
Swimming in. Maple Bay and 
skating on frozen Quamichan 
Lake, 

His father became general 
manager of Tyee Copper Mine 
on Mount Sicker and there 
“was an extremely happy 
social population.’’ The prob- 
lem was education. 

“The schools in the early 
days were—for the most 
part—distinctly below par,"” 
Sir Philip said. He attended 
Cowichan Station school at six 


‘Scrimmy’ Did His Best 


Despite “Se r immy's” 
attempts to raise the level of 
education in the Cowichan 
Valley through the medium of 
one wooden school house, it 
was not high enough to suit 
Philip’s father. With another 
five longstockings of the same 
frame of mind, he founded 
Quamichan Lake school. 

(No longer standing, it was 
located on Dr. Stoker’s Hill, 
on the Maple Bay Road, not 
far from St. Peter's Church.) 

Quamichan Lake school was 
set up ¢o offer the very best 
that an Ejiglish public school 
could provide- and P. T. 
Scrimshire as head master. 

“Sorimmy saved me from 
educational disaster," Sir 
Philip said. “He taught Latin, 
French and Euclid at a time 
when one of these was 
available in .co-educational 
B.C. schools."”

outward trappings of English 
country gentlefolk.

Sir Philip's family arrived 
in 1891 and established a 
home at Cowichan Bay where 
Philip was born two years 
later at ‘“‘Clevelands’—not far 
from the Corfield store where 
Yukon poet Robert W. Service 
lived and worked. 

“He played whist with my 
family at. weekends," Sir 
Philip recalled in an interview 
at his Maple Bay home.

years old, “but I was not very 
good and chiefly absent.” 
Maybe the school deserved 
its end because, “‘it became a 
chicken run and later was 
levelled.” After a_ brief 
attendance at Somenos school, 
education began in earnest for 
him at Quamichan school.

Maple Bay Road and Indian 
Road where it now serves as 
a Boy Scout hall.) 

For it was here that Philip 
met P. T. “Scrimmy” Scrim- 
shire, a newly-arrived English 
master who believed in hard 
contact sports and strong 


discipline. ‘““He didn’t spare 
the switch:‘and we: all pros- 
pered from it,” Sir Philip 
said. 


The courses were tough and 
the ‘students were tougher. 


“The worst things we did te 
each other was to throw fir 
cones soaked in water and 
embedded in snowballs,’’ Sir 
Philip said. “How we kept 
from blinding each other is a 
mystery. No one even got 
concussion.” 


He recalled how a lifelong 
friend, War ace’ Joseph Fall of 
Cobble; Hill, was his ‘‘fag’”’— 
an English public school term 
meaning, ‘‘junior who does 
service.”” 

“T always kid Joe that the 
reason he was able to look 36 
Jerries in the eye while -he 
shot their aircraft from under 
them was because of the 
practice he got in not blinking 
while I alternately ¢hrew a 
cricket ball at one side of his 
head, then the other." 


Loyal Britishers Produced 


The school turned outemore 
than just eye surgeons and 
pilots; it produéed politicians, 
soldiers, and real estate mag- 
nates. And probably the loyal- 
est group of BritislHiers since 
the War of 1812. “One hun- 
dred per cent of us went to 
war in 1918,” Sir Philip said. 

Many also served in the 
Second World. War as well, 
like Sir Philip and the other 
part of “the Three Mus- 
keteers”—Dr. E, H. Elkington 
(retired Victoria eye surgeon) 
and L. Y. Bazett (who now 
lives on the Isle of Man). 

Philip's education didn’t end 
at Quamichan Lake school, of 
course, After a great deal of 
hard work he got into Jesus 
College, Cambridge. He had:to 
learn six years of Greek in six 
months,

The story of his college life, 
his attainment of fame ‘and 
world honor would fill a 
book—in fact, it has: Fringe 
Of The Clouds, is the doctor's 
own account. 

Looking back on those early 
days Sir Philip has strong 
views on what may be lacking 
in today's “soft approach to 
youth and education. A deep 
feeling of family devotion and 
obligation drove him on, 

“After two appalling world 
wars.we have destroyed the 
cream of our civilization,” Sir 
Philip said. ‘‘All we have left 
now is the. skim milk The 
faith to aspire to something 
beyond is gone. Kids today 
are clamoring for the leader- 
ship they are not gefting.”’ 

Oh, “Scrimmy’’—where are 
you now that we need you?

Oyster Farming Steadier 


Than Trolling for Salmon |

... And There Isn't Much Competition 


Roy Pardiac; 33-year-old 


skipper of the. fishing vessel 
Pachena, is an oyster-picking 
fisherman. 


He is probably the only one 
of his kind in the steadily- 
growing oyster: industry along 
the east coast of Vancouver 
Island. 


There are’ other oyster- 
pickers in the area, of course. 
The difference is that while 
others harvest their crops 
with landlocked operations, 
Pardiac uses a 60-foot con- 
verted salmon seiner to make 
the rounds of his oyster beds. 
And the vessel does double 
duty as a towboat for hauling 
his crop by barge to , his 
shucking plant on Denman 
Island. 


The Courtenay-based fisher- 
man has fished salmon most 
of his working life in West_ 
Coast waters. He has made a 
good living at it. Yet he has 
entered the oyster industry, a 
field that requires consider- 
ably more physical labor and 
hardship than fishing, 


AT HOME MORE 


Pardiac’s chaice is _ not 
without good reason. He pre- 
fers oyster picking because he 
is. home for at least part of 
every day, - the. work is 
steadier. than fishing, and he 
makes good money. 

For a few months during 
the summer, during the “‘off- 
oyster” season, he uses the 
Pachena as a fish packer. But 
nearly every day from Octo- 
ber to the end of May he 
heads out of Comox Harbor 
for his oyster beds, towing a 
barge and timing his arrival 
to coincide with the receding 
tides. ’ 

Pardiae went into oyster 
production about six years 
ago when he bought the 60-by- 
14-foot Pachena from Ron 
Francious, of Duncan. A few 
years before this, he sold real 
estate and did some logging. 
But it was only a brief respite 
from a fishing career that had 
started at the age of 17 when 
he bought his first boat,.the 
Pandora, from a Namu fish- 
erman, 


He now makes his home at 
Courtenay with his wife Janet 
and their children, Ken, 8, and 
Shelley, 6. 


The oysters, housed in grey, 
twisted, barnacle-encrusted 
shells, are in such abundance 
they almost literally cover the 
flats where they are found. 
Pardiac says it may not 
always be this way, but the 
oyster crop has been good 
since 1958 and he plans to 
keep at it as long as it lasts. 


DENMAN FLATS , 


His -oysters are mainly 
plucked from flats in the 
vicinity of Denman Island. 
The beds are in lease areas 
registered with the provincial 
government; and. from un- 
registered areas, under, a 
provincial government permit. 

Oysters feed on microscopic 
marine life which they filter 


out of the-water. In polluted 
waters they. become contam- 
inated. with microscopic gar- 
bage. To assure that commer- 
cial oysters are fit for human 
consumption, the provincial 
department of health makes 
monthly tests of the bivalves 
and the water from which 
they are taken. 


Commercial oysters, there- 
fore, are taken only from 
registered areas. Those from 
unchecked beds must be 
transplanted in registered 
lease, areas for two weeks — 
ample time for an oyster to 
cleanse its system — before 
being marketed. 


Pardiac’s. oysters are 
graded and packed, then 
shipped immediately to mar- 
ket. some -go to the Coast 
Oyster Company in South 
Bend, Washington; the rest to 
Vancouver. 


Oysters in the Courtenay 
area are in exposed abund- 
ance at low tide. Gathering 
them for a living would seem 
a cinch. But harvesting. this 
type of, crop is not without its 
bad moments. To say that the 
constant bending is hard on a 
picker’s back is a consider- 
able understatement; and this 
is probably the least of the 
problems. 


During the busy season — 
the winter months when low 
tides occur mainly during the 
night — pickers must. endure 
the cold dampness of a soggy 
beach, working under the dim 
light of gas lamps. Added to 
these miserable conditions is 
the uncertainty of weather, 
which can present a particu- 
larly hazardous situation when 
a fishing vessel is swinging at 
anchor close to shore. 


ANXIOUS MOMENTS 


In some exposed areas it is 
difficult. to hold the anchor 
and there is danger of the 
boat drifting. And _ strong 
winds and rough seas can give 
crews many anxious moments 
if they are trying to ride out a 
storm at night in a confined 
area. 


This is one of the reasons 
Pardiac likes the Pachena. 
The 60-foot vessel has a 


comparatively shallow draft, 
which makes it suitable_for 
working close to the shoreline. 
And a new Caterpillar D333 
turbocharged and aftercooled 
marine diesel engine provides 
the necessary speed and 
power to move the. vessel 
against wind, waves and 
currents — particularly when 
towing an oysterlladen barge. 


One of the biggest problems 
an “oysterman can have is 
finding pickers. But thanks to 
the seasonal aspect of the 
forest industries, Pardiac fills 
his 


loggers. during winter, his 
busiest months. 
His shucking crew, which 


numbers up to five at any one 
time, consists mainly of 
housewives in the Denman 
Island area who welcome the 


needs with unemployed . 


opportunity to make 
extra household dollars. 

An industry which is closely 
allied to oyster harvesting is 
clam digging. Pardiac has not 
yet gone into this. Although, 
in preparation, he has 
acquired a. special hydraulic 
clam digger from the East 
Coast. This is a device 
employing jets of water to 
wash clams to the surface of 
the beach where they.can be 


some 


gathered. with a rake-like 
implement. 
MORE CLAMS 

Using this machine, one 


man can dig 500 pounds of 
clams in an hour, which is 
more than twice the amount 
by conventional means. 

At present, he is too busy 
with the bumper oyster crop 
to bother with clams. But he

venture, particularly as some- 
thing to fall back on if the 
oyster -population dwindles. 


The oyster industry may not 
appeal to all fishermen... The 
secret to the success of any 
oyster operation, Pardiac 
says, is the willingness of the 
company’s .owner to work 
alongside his pickers, match- 
ing. their .efforts pound for 
pound. 


He tested this theory by 
leaving a crew on its own, and 
found that production fel off 
sharply. He has worked 
alongside his men ever since. 
Picking oysters off a beach is 
not the most pleasant job in 
the world, he says, but it’s a 
chore he can't personally 
sidestep and stay in business.

She has survived onslaughts 
from both neighbors and the 
Church in her determination 
to keep the shelter in ex- 
istence. 

She’s not talking but rumors 
have it that ‘a book on her life 
is being written and will be 
published later this year.

HOUSED IN CASTLE 


Lord Hankey, 63, is a 
governor of the United World 
College, and housed within the, 
grey stone walls- of a 
medieval ¢astle at Llantwit 
Major, Wales. 

In residence are some 300 
youths aged 15 to 18 from 36 
nations, including 37 girls. 
Sixty per cent of them are 
there on scholarships. The 
rest have to put up about 
$2,000 a year for two years. 

Among the 28 Canadian 
students are Felicity Earn- 
shaw.from St. Ann’s Academy 
and Michael Code from Vic- 
toria’s University School. 

Atlantic College, as it is 
usually called, teaches 11 
languages and all the-arts and 
selences, It also teaches 
brotherhood, fellowship, co- 
operation and understanding. 

“I’m proud to say we have 
been able to put these prin- 
ciples into’ practice,” Lord 
Hankey said. ‘The days of 
preaching are over. We have 
to find ways of bringing the 
peoples of the world together 
— and that-is what Atlantic 
College is trying to do.” 


STRESS INDIVIDUALITY 

“We place particular em- 

phasis on , individuality. It 
would be absurd if we sent 
our students home as little 
Englishmen and it would be 
contrary to our whole pur- 
pose. 
“We aim at a high calibre 
because we want these young- 
sters to be well representa- 
tive of their countries. The 
general idea is to present the 
best of all countries. 

Lord Hankey denied any 
suggestion that Atlantic Col- 
lege caters to a socially elite 
group. 

“That is not so,” he said. 
“But we do seek a high level 
of sc ‘astic. attainment, and 
we want youths who will 
represent their countries well. 

“They need to be extroverts 
rather than the shy, retiring 
types who contribute little to 
a community.” 

Lord Hankey said many 
industrialists in Britain and 
Europe have given money to 
Atlantic College because they 
hope it will produce men who 
are internationally minded 
and able to represent them 
abroad. 

“A man who has been 
trained at our college should 
be more at home in France, 
Germany, Sweden or Russia 
than a man from a traditional 
school because he learns so 
much about them from fellow 
students. 

Youths at Atlantic. College 
follow the normal high school 
curriculum but engage ‘in 
many extracurricula activi- 
ties. 

LIFEBOAT SERVICE

Our truck-camper is 
designed for independent liv- 
ing. We can go about four 
days in time and 450 miles in 
distance without. outside con- 
tact, barring catastrophe. 
With four of us aboard, at the 
end of the four days we need 
to fill our ‘water tank and 
empty the waste disposal 
tank, Then we're ready to go 
again. 


STIOK TO PARKS 


We carry an auxiliary gas 
tank so have a capacity of 44 
gallons and can go a fair 
distance even though a %4-ton 
Scylinder truck . with auto- 
matic transmission will get a 
maximum of 10% miles per 
gallon. 

Even with the independence 
of a self-contained vehicle, it 
still is desirable to park for 
the night where campers are 
expected and wanted. When a 
trailer park is available, we 


usé it. When one isn’t avail-: 


able, we park where we feel 
we will be undisturbed and 
undisturbing: for-examiple: a 


gas station or on motel 
grounds. 
Sometimes the owner is 


happy to have you for nothing 
and other times he may ask 
for a token payment. But this 
is definitely emergency tac- 
tics because we prefer the 
pleasant surroundings of a 
good trailer park.

of this year. 


In Mexico, despite the fact 
that we went to isolated areas 
and that there aren't a lot of 
trailer parks in the first 
place, we spent only eight of 
the 34 nights in catch-as-catch- 
can facilities.» 

We were turned away only 
once. A garage owner in 
Villahermosa, with a large, 
cemented, fenced-in parking 
lot, apparently felt we were 
going to damage his cement 
with our tires. He spoke no 
English but had me talk to his 
daughter on the telephone to 


find . out exactly what I 
wanted. 

BOILED WATER 

She had recently spent a 


year with, a Norte-Americano 
family in Adrian, Mich., and 
seemed to ‘understand our 
situation. But she said her 
father didn’t want us there 
and told me about a nice, 
quiet street .off the main 
highway nearby, where we 
spent the night without inci- 
dent. : 

I hope the people in Adrian 
were nicer_to her than her 
father, was to us. But her 
father was the exception—the 
only inhospitable Mexican we 
met on our’entire trip. 


Food and water ‘were io 
problem _for us because we 
had our own: kitehen. 
boiled all except wash water, 
including . teeth-brushing 
water. My wife boiled it by 
the quart and then stored it in 
the refrigerator. 


From street markets, we 
bought only unpeeled fruit or 
vegetables that could be 
washed. Mexico has quite a 
few “supermarket” type 
stores, particularly in the 
larger cities, so buying can- 
ned goods and clean, un- 
spoiled meat- and other items

We 
encountered only four adult 
beggars on our trip—two old 
women in the street, a blind 
woman: being led’ along the 
beach at fabulous Acapulco by 
a child and a young man in 
Mexico City who said he 
needed money to get to Nuevo 
Laredo, We gave them all a 
little—as we did every small 
Urchin who approached us— 
because they were made so 
happy’ by so _ little. And 
children approached us only in 
tourist centres. 


The drive from Mexico City 
to Acapulco also was over a 
fairly well-traveled tourist 
trail.

Leaving Oaxaca and strug- 
gling through another day’s 
worth of tingling mountain 
driving put us on the road to 
the Yucatan, where we 
arrived a few days later— 
back in the regular tourist 
area.

It Was, of course, a 
pleasure to be home—but I 
somehow regretted the easy 
availability of pure water 
again. I had discovered that 
the excellent Mexican beér 
was an agreeable substitute.

Ontario is conducting inten- 
sive talks. with federal offi- 
cials. in apparent preparation 
for joining, although no for- 
mal commitment to do so has 
been made. Private insurance 
carriers say the province is 
aiming at a July 1 starting 
date. 

Health officials say it- would 
take heroic efforts to put the 
province in position to bring 
90 per cent of its population of 
7'392,000--under-the umbrella 
‘of the federal plan. 

Nova Scotia; Newfoundland 
and Manitoba begin operaing 
under the plan April 1. Sas- 
katchewan and British Colum- 
bia have - participated from 
the start July 1, 1968. 


QUARTER COVERED 

Thus, nationally, at April 1 
one-quarter of Canada’s 21,- 
000,000 people will be covered 
under the federal program. 
Ontario and. Alberta, when 
they come in, will boost cov- 
erage to about 67 per cent. 

New. Brunswick is the next 
probable adherent, perhaps 
by next Jan. i or earlier. The 
province’s substantial tax in- 
crease may be a sign of a 
move to join up. 

Prince Edward Island is ex- 
pected to reassess its position 
now that it has signed ar 
nomie development agree- 
ment with Ottawa. . 

Quebec remains & question 
mark, at least insofar as tim- 
ing is concerned. 

Federal authorities ‘expect 
the province’s 6,000,000 resi- 
dents to join eventually. But 
they say that in virtually 
starting from scratch it will 
take many months to imple- 
ment a decision to come in. 

Even before the federal pro- 
gram gets fully under way: 8€- 
rious worries are being ex- 
pressed about controlling 
costs. Study groups were set 
up this month by federal and 
provincial governments to ex- 
amine the price and delivery 
of medical care. f 

The work of these groups 1S 
part of a wider study that in- 
cludes hospital care and serv- 
ices and public health serv- 
ices. 

The burning question in the 
medical care study is the ef- 
fectiveness of deterrent or 
utilization fees in controlling 
costs. Saskatchewan has fur 
nished the first Canadian evi- 
dence that such fees do limit 
use of medical services. 


‘UTILIZATION DROPS 

In Saskatchewan, the gov- | 
ernment a year ago instituted 
deterrent or utilization fees of 
$1.50 for each visit to a doc- 
tar’s office and $2 for a house 
call. The patient paid these 
basic charges, the insurance 
paid most of the rest of the 
bill. 

Instead of the usual annual 
rise in per capita utilization of 
about four per cent, utilization 
declined last year by 44 per | 


‘gent. There were nearlv 300. 
een on visits for 
minor proc: s, a decline of 
"53 per cent. 

The ;roblem this evidence 
raises is wacther the fees in- 
terfere with acces: to medical 
care by the public. 

Access to cate is a funda- 
mental part of the federal act 
that authorizes Ottawa to pay 
half the average per capita 
costs of medical care insur- 
ance in participating prov- 
inces. 

The Medical Care Act spe- 
cifically stated that to qualify 
for federal money 4 provincial 
plan must furnish insured 
services on uniform terms 
and conditions to all insurable 
residents—that is, to 90 per. 
cent of the population at the 
start. : 

Then the act adds that the 
provincial plan must ide 
reasonable compensation to 
the doctors and must not raise 
barriers against “reasonable 
access to insured services,” 
either directly or indir tly, 
by. “charges made to ini d 
persons or otherwise.” 

The problem federal author- 
ities ‘are wrestling with is 
whether the Saskatchewan 
fees’ are substantial barriers 
to aceess to medical services. 
If they are, they would be un- 
acceptable as cost-controlling

VANCOUVER (CP) — The law society of 
British Columbia Friday disbarred a one-time 
magistrate and ‘said it has approved payment of 
$18,000 to persons who lost money to him while he 
practiced as a lawyer. 

Alexandér »yMcDonald last October pleaded 
guilty to theft”Of more than $150,000 from indi- 
viduals, companies and estates during a six-year 
period. He was sentenced to five years. 

The law society said it has paid $5,000 on each 
of two claims for-losses due to him. A committee 
now is studying 14.more claims, said secretary 
Vic McCallum. : 

Payment on the two claims is subject to a two- 
month delay, the period allowed McDonald to ap- 
peal the decision to disbar’ him.

A clear picture of expected 
total costs is unobtainable, 
partly because the formula 
for payments is calculated. on 
the basis of participating 
provinces and partly because 
of uncertainty about the join- 
ing dates of certain provinces.

She came to Spokane last 
November from the San 
Francisco area. The move 
here with her husband and 
children was based on her 
forecast of an earthquake for 
the Pacific coast sometime in 
April. 

Mrs. Steen had been the 
subject of articles in national 
magazines after predicting 
Martin Luther King would be 
shot to death April 6, 1968. He 
was killed in Memphis, Tenn., 
last April 4.

In Antient British Shrine

Two dozen logs .and a little 
stamina will combine _ this 
spring and summer in the 
construction of a unique 
monument in Victoria, 

Woodhenge, as it is called, 
will be a log prototype of that 
ancient and mysterious Brit- 
ish shrine, Stonehenge. It will 
be built virtually ‘cost-free 
because all the work will be 
done by volunteers affiliated 
with the Victoria Youth Coun- 
cil. 

Work on the project began 
today as VYC members met 
at Clover Point to begin 
transporting logs from the 
beach- to a vacant lot at 
Carberry. Gardens, more than 
a mile away. 


The land was made avail- 
able by Bill Scott, a friend of 
the VYC. Successive Satur- 
days will see holes dug for the 
placement of vertical timbers, 
and, finally, the actual raising 
of the logs with the |help of an
